dearly in return. 
A friend of hers 


had taken her life by drowning 
and 


this so preyed upon her mind that she 
could not resist following 
her ex- 


ample—^-she leaped into the North rir- 
er. Another woman had 
a quarrel 


with her husband; she swallowed car- 
bolic acid; she rusheu" out into the 
street with a baby in her arms; the 
child was severely hurt 
and 
the 


mother was dead. 
The ancient Ro- 


mans held the right over their slaves 
to kill them without any given cause. 
Many nations held that man or wo- 
man had absolute right 
over their 


own lives; they, could take them or 
let them alone, just as they pleased. 
There is one thing certain, that in 


their pockets with shining dollars at 
the same time.

He states that the strike at 
the 


Robey coal mines near Adena, where 
he is in charge, is still far from set- 
tlement. The strikers are practically 
all foreigners and a carload of beer 
was unloaded there

The Firnt Automobile. 


In these days of fast motoring and 


high railway speeds it is interesting to 
recall that it was in July, 1829, some 
little time before George Stephenson 
had solved the problem of steam trans- 
port, that Sir Goldsworthy GrUrney 
made his famous journey in a "steam 
carriage" from London to Bath and 
back. Gumey was a surgeon in Mary- 
lebone, greatly given to the working 
out of inventions in his spare time, and 
it took him some years to complete his 
Grst "motor" in his back yard in Al- 
bany street in London. He accomplish- 
ed the Journey to and from Bath at the 
rate of fifteen miles an hour, and there 
was only one disturbing incident, when 
a crowd assembled at Melksham set 
upon the machine and, having burned 
their fingers, threw stones and serious- 
ly wounded the stoker. This Gurney 
journey stands as the first example of 
locomotion by steam in England.
